and with our uniform language whenever 1 
of combination has prevailed amongſt White Boys,

But the real fact is, deareſt Brethren: that the 
preſent diſturbances are contrary to the princi- 
ples of all Chriſtians, and have originated in the 
Want of Religion, or in the habitual neglect of 
its duties, a1 in in contempt for its faithful Mi- 
niſters. An infidel innoyating ſpirit, impatient 
under legal reſtraint, has unbappily prevailed 
from the commencement of the French Reyolu- 
tion. Jacobiniſm has operated fatally on the 
minds of too many, eſpecially of the lower or- 
ders, led aſtray by deſigning agitators, nominally 
Proteſtants, Preſbyterians, and Roman Catholics, 


but in fact Atheiſts, Deiſts, or Indifferentiſts ; 


who, for their own ſelfiſh purpoſes, have deceiv- 
eld the multitude, hy "the magical ſounds of 
Liberty and Equality ;.. ſounds operating as charms 
on the too credulous poor, and maddening them 
to 2 by organized tumult or any means, 
Freedom, without reſtraint from the conſtituted 
Authorities, and Property by the pillage of their 
more opulent neighbours. We have hitherto _ 
only heard of theſe fad conſequences of modern 
F . Iäberty and Equality having taken place 
on the continent. Sorry we are, extremely ſorry 
indeed, that our early admonitions to prevent 
them in this kingdom, have been diſregarded 
by ſo many dupes of a Jacobinical Faction, in- 
tent only on the ſubverſion of Eeeleſiaſtical and 
Civil conſtituted Authority.

exereiſed by St. Paul, (1 Cor. v.) and in every 
ſucceeding age of the Church to our own time: 
Chriſt himſelf commands that incorrigible Of- 
fenders, refuſing to hear the Paſtors of the 
Church, ſhould be confidered as Heathens and 
| Publicans, (Matth. xvili. 17.) that is, as outcaſts of 
the Chureh, cut off from her pale, and deprived | 


of her benefits. 
We have inſtructed and exhorted repeatedly; 


we have declared all thoſe engaged in any combi- 
nation againſt the State, incapable of receiving 
Abſolution in the tribunal of penance, without 
previous fincere forrow for their diſloyalty, and a

4 SENTENCE OF EXCOMMUNICATION. 


We cannot find words to expreſs. our deep re- 


1 5 gret and anguiſh at the unnatural Rebellion which 
5 prevails i in ſome parts of this Province and Arch- 


_ dioceſs. Our grief is, increaſed by the afflicting 
_  confideration, that many of our Communion, 
and, as it is ſaid, even ſome. Prieſts (we mention 
this with horror) are engaged in it as encouragers 
or abettors. Nothing on our part has been omit- 


15 ted to preſerve our beloved flock from deluſion and 


the evil machinations of inſidious but rapacious 
Wolves in ſheep's cloathing, ſeeking to devour 


the lambs i in order to effe& their ſelfiſi purpoſes. 


Too many of the ſheepfold have, nevertheleſs, 
ſtrayed from the wholeſome paſture and beaten 
pm pointed out to, them by the faithful Shep- 
herds. * They have in an evil hour adopted prin- 
ciples and practices condemned by our holy Re- 
ligion; which commands fubwiſkion to all placed 
in authority over us, and obedience to the laws 
in temporal and civil concerns. A compliance 
with W rien duties had honorably diſtin-

guiſhed the Roman Catholics of Ireland in the 


worſt times, and would have continued to pre- 
ſerve their loyal character unimpeached and un-

You. are, 
therefore, to conſider them as deprived of all 
hope of Heaven, and configned to ſuffer eternal 
torments with the Devil and his Angels, unleſs: 
by fincere converſion and exemplary repentance
